RDS 101 


An overview or tutorial about the basics of RDS, the radio data system used on 
FM transmissions for carrying data. 


RDS or Radio Data System is standard on most car radios and hi-fi tuners today. 
RDS is used on VHF FM radio broadcast transmissions and provides a number 
of facilities that are of great use to all radio listeners, but particularly to those 
radio listeners in cars. RDS enables traffic reports to be received more easily, 
R-D'S and provides many facilities including enabling the radio station name to be 
displayed on the radio display. 


The system has gained a considerable amount of popularity and is widely used in Europe where it 
has been established for a number of years. It’s now just really starting to take off in North America. 


RDS, Radio Data System Development 
The Radio Data System development took place mainly in Europe where it was first launched and 
deployed. 


The first developments took place in Germany where the system was developed to place traffic 
information onto FM broadcasts using a 57 kHz subcarrier. 


This trial development was taken up by the European Broadcasting Union, EBU when in 1974 their 
technical committee proposed a development of the German project to carry traffic information as 
well as other data. It would also allow automatic re-tuning of a receiver when it went outside the 
range of one transmitter, and it would provide facilities such as program information and more. 


Using experience from the original scheme as well as a modulation format from a Swedish paging 
system and baseband coding developed by the British Broadcasting Corporation, BBC, and the 
lrish radio broadcaster, IRT, the first RDS specification was launched in 1984. 


The standard was subsequently enhanced in 1991 with features including alternative frequencies 
functionality and it was published under the auspices of the European Committee for 
Electrotechnical Standardization - CENELEC. 


In North America the idea was taken up and the US National Radio Systems Committee issued 
their version known as the Radio Broadcast Data System, RBDS in 1992. 


The CENELEC standard was updated in 1992 with the addition of Traffic Message Channel and in 


1998 with Open Data Applications and, in 2000, RDS was published worldwide as IEC standard 
62106. 
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RDS Facilities 
The RDS system offers a wide range of very useful facilities. 


The most widely publicized one is that of being able to provide 

travel news. This is available on most local radio stations. All of these stations transmit the TP code 
to identify that travel messages are flagged by RDS. When the radio is set for travel news it will 
only tune to stations which carry the TP indication. As the station is about to broadcast a travel 
announcement the TA code is transmitted. If a CD or cassette is being played then most sets will 
actually pause the CD or tape and then allow the travel announcement to be heard. In addition to 
this the volume may also be set slightly higher to allow the announcement to be heard more easily. 


Autotuning 

RDS brings intelligence into the tuning of a radio. The autotuning facility comes into its own on 
long journeys when the car moves from the service area of one transmitter to the next. Without 
RDS the radio has to be manually tuned to the next station. This is not always easy because it is 
difficult to reliably detect which is the strongest station. 


An RDS set will look for the Program Identification or Pl code. A national network will be 
broadcast from a large number of different transmitters around the country. The station or network 
Radio 4 will have its own PI code. When the radio moves out of the range of one transmitter the 
radio will seek the strongest signal which has the same PI code, allowing the radio to remain 
tuned to the same program. 


When radios fitted with RDS store a station frequency, they also store the PI code along side it. 
This has the advantage that when the radio is turned on in a place outside the coverage area for 
the transmitter frequency which is stored then the radio will seek the strongest signal which has 
the correct PI code. 


Local radio stations also have a PI code. In view of the local nature of these stations the PI code 
works slightly differently. 


If the station has two or more transmitters then the PI code will operate in the normal way when 
it is range of these transmitters. However when the radio moves outside this coverage area it 
will re-tune to the strongest signal of the same type of station. 


The PI code consists of four characters. The first indicates the country of origin and for the UK 
this is C. The next one indicates the type of coverage. The figure "2" indicates a national station, 
and the final two characters are the program reference. For example Radio 3 has the PI code 
C203 and BBC GLR has C311. 


RDS instant tuning 

It takes a number of seconds for the radio to search for the strongest signal with the correct Pl 
code. During this time the radio would mute itself and the listener would have an annoying gap 
in listening. To enable the set to tune itself very quickly from one transmission to the next each 
transmitter broadcasts a short list of frequencies of adjacent transmitters. This vastly reduces 
the amount of seeking which the radio set has to perform. In addition to this a second front end 
is often employed to constantly detect the strength of the alternative frequency transmissions. 
This results in much faster changes in setting - to the extent that the listener should not be able 
to detect when the radio changes from one transmitter to another. 
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Another facility associated with tuning is called the Program 

Service Name (PS). This enables the set to display the 

station name. This normally takes a second or two to come up 

on the display after the station has been tuned in. However it is a most useful facility with the 
ever-increasing number of stations on the air. 


Additional RDS facilities 

A new feature which has been added to RDS is called Enhanced Other Networks (EON). This 
allows the set to listen to one station like a national network, but still be interrupted by travel 
news from a local radio station. This feature even allows announcements to be heard while 
traveling in silence or listening to another source. 


EON requires a large amount of co-ordination between the different stations. To achieve this 
the BBC have a central computer specifically for this purpose. When a local radio station is 
about to transmit a traffic message the fact is flagged to the computer. In turn this directs the 
relevant national radio transmitters to indicate this fact, thereby enabling the radios to change 
frequency to the local radio station to receive the message. Once the message is complete 
the radio will return to its original station. 


EON is relatively new and the first sets to 
have it included only appeared in 1991. 
Although it is being introduced on more 
sets, the majority still does not have it. 
However with manufacturers constantly 
bringing new sets onto the market EON 
should be included on far more sets in 
a year or two.

RDS PTY 
One of the key elements of RDS is that it is 
possible to identify the type of station. 


Each RDS transmission carries an RDS PTY 
code, and this indicates the "Program Type". 


The RDS PTY code has a given value and 
this indicates the type of program material 
carried. 


The RDS PTY codes have slightly different 
categorizations dependent upon whether the 


stations are in Europe or North America. For 
Europe the RDS Forum developed the 
standards, whereas within North America the 
system is known as the RBDS, Radio 
Broadcast Data System. When the RBDS 
standard was developed, no attempt was 
made to match the original RDS plan 
for PTY type numbers.

RDS has been successfully in use for many years,. However 
there are many RDS acronyms or abbreviations that are 


used with RDS. 


The RDS acronyms can be confusing as they are not always mentioned in the literature associated 
with a particular radio, or the instruction manual may be lost. 


The common RDS acronyms and abbreviations relate to the various operational modes and facilities. 


These RDS acronyms are widely used in view of the fact that within countries that have adopted the 
system, most car radios today incorporate RDS as standard. 


RDS Radio Data System Acronyms and Abbreviations 

RDS Code - Meaning - Description 

AF - Alternative Frequencies. A list of a station's frequencies in adjacent transmitter areas. 

CT - Clock Time and Date. Data containing time and date information that the receiver can display. 
Using this signal has the advantage over a self-contained clock in the radio that it adjusts itself to 
changes when switching time zones and it does not lose or gain time. 


DI - Decoder Information. This signal allows for miscellaneous function in the radio to be controlled. 


EON - Enhanced Other Networks. Information transmitted giving the radio a cross-reference to other 
stations for Travel service and other features. 


MS - Music/Speech. This allows for the relative levels of speech and music to be altered. 


P| - Program Identification. This is a station code used in conjunction with AF data to provide 
automatic tuning to the best signal for a chosen service. 


PIN - Program Identification Number. This signal identifies a given program and allows the radio 
to turn itself (and possibly a recorder) on for that program. 


PTY - Program Type Selection. A signal which allows for the selection of listening by one of 15 
types of programs rather than by the station. 


PS - Program Service Name. A signal which enables the name of the station to be displayed. 
RT - Radio Text. This allows information about the program to be displayed by the radio. 
TDC - Transparent Data Channel. This allows for data to downloaded via RDS. 


TP/TA - Travel Service. These signals enable the travel information to be heard, regardless of the 
choice of listening.

For the past several days, I’ve been experimenting with a new approach to meteor 
scatter DXing. | mounted an FM6 (six-element Uda-Yagi antenna) on the ground, 
| pointing straight up. 


The goals for the antenna arrangement are numerous: 


¢ Reduce the noise floor in my suburban neighborhood by having the antenna 
point towards the “cold sky” and away from man-made noise sources. The 
design has been successful in that regard. The noise floor is down to -115 dBFS 
on the quietest channels. 

¢ Encourage reception of NVIS (Near-Vertical Incidence Skywave) signals. This 
should allow me to overcome local terrain, filling in stations from Atlanta and 
Nashville. 

e Increase success on Ms in general, which has had only modest results using the 


FM6 in a horizontal mounting, low to the ground, and the Korner 9.2, mounted 
higher. 


The first night of testing had no RDS decodes. | also recorded the audio on an MP3 file, and couldn’t hear any 
noticeable pings despite recording for over 9 hours. 


Last night, | moved the antenna to point almost due South at 180 degrees. Still no RDS decodes, but the audio 
file contained several very loud pings were crystal clear audio game in from at least nine different stations—all 
on 94.7 FM. 


None could be identified, though | have a tentative ID on WGSQ 94.7 in Cookeville, TN. This 100 kW station is 
218 miles from here and a frequent visitor with just a bit of tropo enhancement. But I’ve never heard them on 
Ms—and their audio of the Tennessee Titans football game against Tampa Bay was crystal-clear for about 20 
seconds. The play-by-play announcer, Mike Keith, is very familiar to me. WJOX 94.5 carries Titans football, so | 
hear it all season long. 


WGSQ is the only station listed on 94.7 that carries Titans football. | also heard a station carrying Georgia news 
that | strongly suspect was WULK in Crawfordville, Georgia. So | was pleased. 


After about ten minutes worth of pings every 30-60 seconds, the file went silent. | suspect | have a short in the 
cable, balun, or connectors. | need to troubleshoot that ASAP. 
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Once repaired, | plan to record an I/O file so that | can attempt multiple playbacks for RDS decode. Certainly, 
some of the pings were loud enough. 


Thoughts, suggestions for improvement, etc. would be most welcome.

| switched out my Arrow Antenna yagi with the Stellar Labs yagi aiming 
upward, and it’s working for meteor scatter. I’m seeing a lot of Ms pings on 
the SDR spectrum while sitting and watching. | don’t recall ever seeing any 
live pings with my horizontally polarized roof-mounted yagi. So the pings are 
plentiful. | just had 102.7 WJJX Appomattox, VA decode with RDS using this

This is fascinating experimentation! I’m not sure I’d ever have thought to 
point an FM yagi upwards (although they do sell moon-bounce rotors that do 
© that). | can tell you that my experience in PEI with a big yagi (APS-13) showed 
how incredibly directional receiving MS could be. When pointed at 250 
Bee degrees nearly ever capture was +/- a few degrees while turning towards 230 


degrees again everything was +/- a few degrees. Which makes me wonder 
about the NVIS. I’d guess that horizontal to the ground the only part of the antenna that is working is the one 
driven element (where the coax connects). Basically it acts like a single element dipole for groundwave signals 
(or any tropo). But for signals coming from above the gain of the entire antenna comes into play, so maybe 6dB 
of gain (4x the single element). My next thoughts are how to tweak this... 


1. Maybe rotate the upright antenna, still pointing upright, to reduce local signals. Again thinking that the 
driven element is the only element involved in ground based reception. In theory if you have a problem 
antenna farm point one tip of the driven element towards the locals. That may reduce local signals and maybe 
have no effect on the skywards signals. 


2. Maybe add some tilt? Assuming the yagi works (has 6dB of gain off the front end) as it does when mounted 
horizontally you would think that pointing straight up would not be pointing exactly at where the MS 
reflections are happening. Instead would it help to aim at the horizon, maybe >60 degrees off the ground? 


3. Meteor Scatter shower listings usually say where in the sky to look. If #2 really works maybe actually 
pointing at a specific spot could bring even better signals in? 


| have an FM6 | might try doing this with myself although I’m also trying to get ready for a MW Dx trip to 
Newfoundland in October. I’m bringing along the FM setup again (flying to NL, so a huge project of it’s own) 
and hoping for more incredible MS like | had in PEI. The Orionids shower happens while I’m there too so, 
fingers crossed that it’s amazing. -Bill Nollman

SHARING, IN A DIFFERENT SENSE 


Note this month applications for new backup transmitters for WRC-TV (channel 4, NBC) and WTTG 
(channel 5, Fox) in Washington, D.C.. The WRC backup is on the WTTG tower, and vice-versa. 


THE FINAL END OF ANALOG - SOON? 


Analog full-power TV ended in the USA in July 2009. Low-power stations were required to cease 
analog operation on July 13", 2021. Any low-power stations which hadn’t converted to digital by that 
date were required to leave the air until they could convert. By law, any station which remains off the 
air for more than a year loses its license - setting a deadline of July 13", 2022 for any analog LPTV 
stations to return to the air in digital. Of course, that date has come & gone. 


The law does give the FCC the power to waive the one-year limit if good cause can be shown. | have 
been able to identify a single case where an analog license remains valid. K34HZ Cody, Wyoming 
received a construction permit to convert to digital on the same channel, but then... the tower was 
sold. K34HZ’s digital signal will need to be constructed at a different site. The station’s owners have 
preliminary approval to locate on a different tower and have filed to modify the digital construction 
permit to specify that tower. They already have the necessary equipment on hand. They cannot, 
however, proceed until they have a signed lease and FCC approval of the new site. 


K34HZ expects to complete digital construction in a few days, by September 6". 

The LPTV stations outside Alaska which were canceled this month belonged to Spectrum Evolution of 
Texas. Their construction permits expired on January 10"; when no license-to-cover or request for 
extension was filed, the permits were lost. 


The deleted Alaska stations belonged to the State of Alaska. They were part of the Alaska Rural

TV DX Report from Hazelwood, MO, June and July 2022 
Eric Bueneman (N®@UIH) 


Since there is presently no TV DX column in the VHF-UHF Digest, I’m going to step up to the plate with writing 
my own TV DX report. This report is for the months of June and July of 2022. 


A little bit about my location: Hazelwood is in northwestern Saint Louis County, about 15 miles northwest of 
downtown Saint Louis and the landmark Gateway Arch, and three miles north of Saint Louis-Lambert 
International Airport. The tuners used at this location are Zenith DTT-901 ATSC-1.0 tuners. One is connected to 
a 1984 Samsung 19-inch color TV; the other is connected to a 1999 Daewoo 13-inch color TV. A Channel 
Master CM3020 VHF/UHF/FM Yagi antenna at 28 feet (8.5 meters) above ground level is used for all logs. 


June 12: E-skip was reported in my area; | made contact with several Hams along the East Coast on the 6 

Meter band. The maximum usable frequency (MUF) was 101.7 MHz to the same area. All five VHF low-band 
channels were lighting up the signal meter, but only one decoded. At 2013 CDT, WJLP 3 (33) Middletown 
Township, NJ decoded; the distance was 870 miles (1,402 km). The first and third streams decoded; the first 
stream (3.1/33.1) was Me-TV, the third stream (3.3/33.3) was Grit TV. WJLP was not only my second DTV from 
New Jersey (WACP 4/4 Atlantic City being the other), but also the second DTV on RF Channel 3 (the other being 
KYUS Miles City, MT in May 2014). By 2130 CDT, tropospheric enhancement propagation took over. 


June 14: After 0000 CDT, tropo favored southern Missouri. At 0018 CDT, KFVS 11 (12) Cape Girardeau, MO (115 
miles/184 km) decoded; this one had not yet moved to 32 (the former digital channel of WPSD Paducah, KY). 
The second stream (11.2/12.2) featured The CW, the third stream (11.3/12.3) featured the Country-oriented 
channel Circle, the fourth stream (11.4/12.4) featured Me-TV and the fifth stream (11.5/12.5) featured Grit TV. 
At 0132 CDT, Springfield, MO (195 miles/314 km) came through with KOLR 10 (10). The second stream (10.2) 
featured the comedy channel Laff, the third stream (10.3) featured Grit TV and the fourth stream (10.4) 
featured the shopping channel ShopLC. | encountered a channel-sharing situation with KOZL (27) Springfield 
and KRBK (49) Osage Beach (140 miles/225 km) sharing RF Channel 22. | pulled in two KOZL streams; the first 
stream (27.1) with local programming as “Ozarks Local” and the second stream (27.2) with Antenna TV. Two 
KRBK streams also decoded: the third stream (49.3) with the do-it-yourself home improvement channel Dabl 
and the fourth stream (49.4) with lon. After 0230 CDT, the tropo shifted to the Louisville area, southwest 
Indiana and southern Illinois. At 0242 CDT, WBKI 16 (58) Salem, IN (235 miles/378 km) decoded with local LP 
KDTL-CD (16) nulled. WBKI’s second stream (16.2/58.2) featured Cozi TV, the third stream (16.3/58.3) featured 
My Network TV, the fourth stream featuring Movies! The fifth stream (16.5/58.5) featured True-Real, with the 
sixth stream (16.6/58.6) featuring Defy. WDRB 32 (41) Louisville, KY (250 miles/402 km) decoded at 0248 CDT; 
the second stream (32.2/41.2) featured Antenna TV, while the third stream (32.3/41.3) featured lon. The 
fourth stream (32.4/41.4) featured the news channel Newsy. WPSD 19 (6) Paducah, KY (155 miles/249 km) 
decoded in a null of local KPTN-LD (7) at 0300 CDT; the second stream carried Cozi TV and the third stream 
featured local origination Classic TV channel WPSD Classic (complete with the station’s 1960s logo). WTCT 30 
(27) Marion, IL (100 miles/161 km) decoded at 0325 CDT with TCT programming; the second stream 
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(30.2/27.2) was the only other stream carrying Christian programming (in this case, the SonLife network). The 
third stream (30.3/27.3) carried the African-American channel The Grio, the fourth stream (30.4/27.4) featured 
Laff, the fifth stream (30.5/27.5) featured DigiTV and the sixth stream featured Bounce. Terre Haute, IN (170 
miles/274 km) was seen after 0530 CDT, with only two streams of WAWV 18 (38) decoding: the first stream 
(18.1/38.1) with ABC and the second stream (18.2/38.2) with Grit TV at 0533. WTHI 10 (10) decoded at 0658 
CDT with CBS on 10.1, Fox on 10.2, The CW on 10.3 and Ion on 10.4. WTVW 22 (7) Evansville, IN (165 
miles/266 km) briefly decoded at 0704 CDT. 


June 18: This was an all-Columbia, MO (105 miles/169 km) opening. KMIZ 17 (17) decoded at 0310 CDT; 17.2 
featured Me-TV, 17.3 carried My Network TV, identifying as KZOU, 17.4 carried Fox, simulcasting KQFX-LD 30 
(22), while 17.5 carried Bounce. KOMU 8 (8) was carrying NBC on 8.1 and The CW on 8.3. The station hadn’t 

yet moved to RF Channel 27. 


July 2: The only station outside the Saint Louis region that decoded was WLFI 11 (18) Lafayette, IN (225 
miles/362 km) at 0453 CDT. The second stream (11.2/18.2) featured The CW, lon on the third stream 
(11.3/18.3) and Get TV on the fourth stream (11.4/18.4). 


July 21: | noted a channel change on this opening: KRCG 29 (13) Jefferson City, MO (moving from 12) at 0239 
CDT. This is the 46" DTV logged from Missouri. The stream lineup hasn’t changed: Comet on the second stream 
(29.2/13.2), Charge! on the third stream (29.3/13.3), and TBD on the fourth stream (29.4/13.4). One wonders 
why the FCC would place two full-power stations on the same channel less than 150 miles (240 km) apart. 
After 0300 CDT, the opening shifted to southern Indiana. WTVW 22 (7) Evansville, IN (165 miles/266 km) 
decoded at 0315 CDT. Bounce was featured on the second stream (22.2/7.2), Escape on the third stream 
(22.3/7.3) and lon on the fourth stream (22.4/7.4). All six streams of WBKI 16 (58) Salem, IN (235 miles/378 
km) decoded at 0506 CDT. 


July 22: A new station was noted at 0550 CDT: WCCU 36 (27) Urbana, IL (155 miles/249 km). | never logged this 
one on 26 due to KPLR (11) being on the channel in ATSC 1.0 and ATSC 3.0 formats. Two Classic TV channels are 
on the two other streams: Me-TV on the second stream (36.2/27.2) and Antenna TV on the third stream 
(36.3/27.3). This is the same configuration as WRSP 16 (55) Springfield, IL. WCCU is my 53" DTV station from 
the Land of Lincoln. The other three Champaign/Urbana stations also decoded: WILL 9 (12), WICD 32 (15) and 
WCIA 34 (3). WLCF-LD 17 (45) Decatur, IL (110 miles/177 km) decoded at 0638 CDT. The first stream 
(17.1/45.1) carried the Christian Television Network (CTN) and the second stream (17.2/45.2) carrying 
Lifestyle. The big surprise of this opening was WGN 19 (9) Chicago, IL (255 miles/410 km) decoding at 0648 
CDT in a null of KPTN-LD. Local news was carried on the first stream (19.1/9.1), with Antenna TV on the second 
stream (19.2/9.2), Court TV on the third stream (19.3/9.3) and Rewind on the fourth stream (19.4/9.4). 


July 23: Two Terre Haute, IN (170 miles/274 km) stations decoded on this opening. With WTWO now on 35 
(occupied by local KSDK), only a super-tight null can get this one in. WAWV 18 (38) decoded at 0406 CDT; this 
time, all four streams decoded. The second stream (18.2/38.2) carried Grit, the third stream (18.3/38.3) 
carried Bounce, and the fourth stream (18.4/38.4) featured Rewind. WTHI 10 (10) decoded at 0427 CDT; the 
second stream (10.2) is on the Fox network, The CW on the third stream (10.3) and lon on the fourth stream 
(10.4). Infomercials were being carried on the CW and lon streams. A strong signal lit up the signal meter on 
21; | was surprised at the calls the PSIP data showed. Those calls turned out to be WBNS 21 (10) Columbus, OH 
(410 miles/660 km). A rather unintelligible picture showed up before fading out. This is my 10" DTV from the 
Buckeye State and my third DTV from the Columbus market. 


As of August 1, 2022, my DTV total stands at 215. 73 and good DX from the Florissant Valley Dial Twister.

Communications Service, or ARCS. This is a system that delivers a channel of PBS (from KAKM); a 
local service 360 North; University of Alaska-Fairbanks TV; and First Nations Experience (FNX). A 
fourth channel carries a rotating schedule of ABC, CBS, Fox, NBC, and My Network TV programming 
from the networks’ Anchorage affiliates. 


Many of these ARCS stations were unable to complete digital conversion by July 2021. (for obvious 
reasons based on Alaska’s unique geography!) They received special authority to continue in analog 
until digital conversion could be completed. I’m not finding documents regarding why these specific 
stations were allowed to be canceled.
